General Terry’s Reply to the 
Colambia Committee. 


A committee of gentlemen from Colum- 
bia county visited Atlanta on the 27 ch, and 
presented a memorial to Gen. Terry from 
the citizens, to which he replied as follows. 
We copy from the Augusta Chronicle: 


In reply to this memorial. Gen. Terry 
ald: That he thought we were unnecessa- 
tily alarmed; that Columbia county was 
not more under military or- martial lau 
than was the entire State of Georgia; that 
owing to outragesor lawless acts that had 
been committed, the counties specially 
mentioned had been formed into a sub-dis- 
trict, and Major Kline placed in command. 
with headquarters at Barnett, for the pur- 
pose of being near at hand; that he had 
delegated to Major Kline the same powers 
that had been delegated to him; that the 
organization of what we were pleased to 
calla fabled myth, i. e., Ku-klux, he had in- 
disputable evidence did exist; that the 
poilitary were put over us to protett the 
rights and property of the peaceable citi- 
zens and not to persecute. 

Ile said that there were no soldiers in 
Columbia county, and assured us there 
would not be as long as the good order and 
peace of society was observed, unless they 
were to come into our county in pursuit of 
those attempting to escape from other coun- 
ties and whom the military were attempt- 
ing to secure. He said that. should any 
officer, soldier, or other party persecute any 
citizen by wrongful arrest, or otherwise. 
be desired to be notificd as to the facta of 
the case and that be would epeedily redress 
the wrong, and punish the perpetrator, that 
it was his intention to do no injustice to. 
nor persecute any one. but to protect and 
assist them, That civil authority from 
some cause or other had heretofore been 
totally inadequate to secure peace and or- 
der in some of the counties designated. He 
eaid, that he hoped and believed that the 
military power would be of short duration. 
and would be withdrawn. Ile advised that 
the good citizens of our county should use 
every means to create a healthy public sen- 
timent, and to assistin getting rid of the 
lawless element that infested society. to use 
every endeavor to have wrong-doers 
brought to justice, that such sentiment 
was at last the only way to secure al!

The Charleston News tells us all about 
Wright, the negro just elected Supreme 
Court Judge ofthat State. It says: 

J. J. Wright, a colored man who sits in 
the General Assembly as Senator from 
Beaufort connty, was elected yesterday 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
this State. Wright was born in Pennsyl- 
vania, graduated at the Lancasterian Uni- 
versity in New York, studied law for two 
years at Montrose, Pennsylvania, and was 
admitted to the bar in Susquehanna county, 
being the first colored mmm admitted to 
practice in Pennsylvania. 

In 1865 he came South and was made le- 
gal adviser of the South Carolina freed- 
men. He was a delegate to the Recon- 
struction Convention, and was afterward 
elected to the State Senate. 

Wright is quiet, well-behaved and deci- 
dedly intelligent, but neither his decency 
nor his little knowledge of the law caused 
his election to the highest judicial position 
in the State. He was elected solely and 
simply because he is a colored man.

An account of the daring and frightful 
deed of barglary at Lyme, Conn, on Tues- 
day evening, was given in our special dis- 
patches yesterday.
